MYSTERIOUS MASKED FLASH

‘The nameless and mysterious 


masked Flash and that popular idol 
Irish Michael O'Toole will be the 
highlight bout in a top-ranking 
wrestling bill next Tuesday even- 
ing that should equal, if not sur- 
pass in interest any recent program 
in the Oshawa Arena, The Flash 
defeated Mickey Forbes here in 
two matches, and is seeking further 
honors.. 

He is a clever, cagey wrestler, 
quick to take advantage of the 
slightest opening afforded. O'Toole 
also is skilful and resourceful but 
carries too much weight to be as 
quick in action as the Flash. It will 
be therefore a contest of weight 
and experience against a smart, 
crafty wrestler. 

O'Toole is a universal favorite 
with local audiences not only for 
his generally fair tactics, and good 
natured performance, but he gen- 
erally discloses a variety of holds 
that usually obliges his opponent to 
surrender to the pressure exerted. 
The crowd will be no doubt “pul- 
ling” for O'Toole Tuesday night 
but he will face a wily opponent 
who will leave no stone unturned 
in trying to gain a victory. The 
fans will be satisfied if in their 
opinion the better man wins. If tue 
Flash should win by any fluke he 
will only increase his unpopularity. 
Tt is understood that a very com- 
petent referee has been engaged. 

The semi-final bout will witness 
Cowboy Neilsen, who conquered 
our local pride, Jimmy Szikszay, in 
their last engagement. While ‘Ziggy’ 
was not in his usual form, it is 
plain to see that the Cowboy knows 
how to throw his opponents around 
and Kovacs will require to be on his 
guard all the time. This Neilsen is 
a “wise bird” and he and Kovacs 
should stage a battle royal. 

The preliminary is a special 
welterweight championship match 
in which Jimmy Allen, holder of 
several championships and now a 
Toronto Y.M.C.A. instructor, will 
haye as his opopnent Sloppy Joe 
Vogl who has been disporting him- 
seliin the cool waters around 
Wasaga Baech, and has developed 
a walrus hold which it is reported 
compares favorably with Whipper 
Watson's commando. Jimmy Allen 
is the boy who won from Lopez 
here recently on a foul. Allen is 
clean and clever, but whether he 
can win from Vogl will be demon- 
strated on Tuesday night. 

This wrestling bill reflects much 
credit upon “Ziggy” who has gone 
to no end of trouble to match the 
principals in the main bout, which 
alone should be well worth the 
price of admission.

BUSES RUNNING BUT 
NO FINAL SETTLEMENT 
AT PRESS TIME 


Method of Settlement When It Is 
Mutually Agreed Upon Should 
Bring Definite Solution. 


Oshawa pedestrians were glad to 
see the buses on the streets on 
Monday after being obliged to walk 
the same streets on the Saturday 
previous. sical 

The bus drivers, members of the 
Amalgamated Street and Electric 
Railway & Motor Coach Employees 
of America, yoted 21 to 5 at a meet- 
ing Friday to go on strike again. 

Negotiations between the Qsh- 
awa Railway Company and the 
drivers were resumed on Saturday 
night, and finally reached the 
point at which the committee, rep- 
resenting the strikers, agreed that 
pending further debate of tharges 
made by the Union Committee, the 
men would return to work. In the 
meantime, Ernest McMahon, the 
mechanic around whose action the 
whole controversy revolves, will 
not be employed in the car barns. 

In these negotiations Percy 
Barett headed the Union Committee, 
and the railway officials included 
J. F. Pringle, vice-president of the 
Central Division of the C.N.R., R. C. 
Johnston, General Superintendent 
of C.N.R. Electric Lines and J. H. 
McDiarmid, the local superintendent 
of the Oshawa Railway Company. 
J. McCullough, assistant director of 
the Department of Labor Relations, 
Ottawa, also attended the confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Pringle admitted to the 
strikers that the condition of the 
buses was definitely in need of 
improvement. Further explanation 
by Mr. Johnston revealed that the 
shortage of new buses had forced 
the company to use vehicles which 
under other circumstances could be 
overhauled or possibly replaced. 

Discussion of ways and means 
of settling grievances in a manner 
mutually acceptable to both parties, 
will continue until definite decision 
is reached. Whatever method of 
settlement is agreed up, both parties 
will abide by the decision. Accord- 
ing to the latest report the strike is 
still unsettled.

OSHAWA ROOMERS FIND HOTELS 
AND RESTAURANTS CLOSED ON 
V-J DAY - STARVATION POLICY 


Situation Partially Relieved By Some Hotels And 
A Very Few Restaurants. 


Oshawa's rooming population, 
which has reached considerable 
proportions during the war, were 
treated on Wednesday to a repeti- 
tion of the V-E Day starvation pol- 
icy by the local restaurants. All 
Chinese restaurants, without excep- 
tion, were closed. Most of their 
employees, it is reported, nad gone 
to Toronto to join in the big Chin- 
ese Victory celebration there. Pos- 
sibly one could not take umbrage 
at that, because the Chinese have 
been at wor with Japan for the 
past 14 years. However, let it be 
noted that with one or two possible 
exceptions Oshawa restaurants and 
hotels in the early morning were 
closed more tightly than the pro- 
verbial clam. 

Coulter's and the Maybelle Lunch 
were the only two restaurants any- 
where in the vicinity of King Street 
which were open to the public and 
their supplies lasted only a short 
time. The Commercial Hotel was 


open from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. The Cen- 
tral Hotel dining room was closed. 
The Genosha Hotel opened at 10 
a.m., and served a large and hungry 
crowd of citizens whose efforts to 
secure food elsewhere had proven 
unsuccessful. At 1 p.m. the dining 


room was still appeasing the hun- 
ger of the guests. 

In his V-J Day proclamation, 
Mayor Gifford used the following 
words: 

“Essential services such as res- 
taurants are requested to make ar- 
rangements for at least part time 
service.’ Apparently little or no at- 
tention was paid to this provision 
by restaurant or hotel owners. The 
formation of a restaurant associa- 
fion, which would take care of 
such emergencies, would seem to 
be a constructive #uggestion. 

The average roomer, travelling 
the streets of Oshawa, on Wednes- 
day, could not be blamed if his 
opinion of Oshawa restaurants in 
emergencies, was somewhat low 
and unprintable, Further, he won- 
dered if the city fathers had not 
some responsibility. Was his roam- 
ing of the streets in search of a 
meal not performing statute labor? 
And should he not be refunded his 
poll tax? 

In a city of plenty, surely Osh- 
wa can legislate constructively so 
there will be no further repetition of 
this ridiculous farce, which works 
such an undue hardship upon the 
rooming population.

“Wrestling Not 


A Fake”, States 
Local Promoter 


If Critics Entered Ring, 
They Would Quickly 
Change Their 
Opinion. 


Oshawa's best exponent of the 
wrestling art, Jimmy Szikszay, more 
popularly known as “Ziggy,” is of 
the opinion that present-day wrest- 
lers are not given sufficient credit 
for their efforts in what are label- 
led merely as “exhibitions.” 

“I often hear people say that 
wrestling is a fake, and that they 
could do better,” declared “Ziggy”

in the course of an Interview. To 
those people I say the best way to 
find out is to come into the ring, 
and I guarantee they would change 
their minds. ~ 

Wrestlers train seven days a 
week to build up their bodies so 
that they can stand the hard knocks 
and bumps they are called upon to 
take. By following this procedure I 
found that wrestling is a tough 
spotr, but strictly on the up-and-up. 
Listen to this. Seven years ago 
Stanislas Stanzake, claimant of the 
world’s title at that time, was so 
seriously injured that as a result he 
died in the Belleville Hospital. He 
was just in the prime of life. Ten 
_ years ago Mande Larue was clam- 
med so hard in a bout in Texas 
that he never moved. The wildly 
cheering crowd swarmed around 
the ring declaring the bout a fake. 
Larue was declared dead in the 
ting from the injuries caused by the 
spin and slam. 

Why are people so sure and 
teady to condemn any effort no 
matter how legitimate? They never 
can be sure until they get into the 
ring, and then they will find out 
quickly for themselves. 

Some time ago Doc Roche of Bir- 
mingham, Ala, was kicked so hard 
on the kidneys that it required an 
operation, but he died on the oper- 
ating table. Jim Browning, world’s 
heavy-weight champion of some 
years ago lost the sight of both 
eyes due to wrestling. He died of 
injuries in his early twenties, He 
was the only man in the world who 
could spin a 100-gallon barrel with 
his powerful legs. Billy Watson suf- 
fered loss of the sight of one eye, 
and had two ribs broken in the 
wrestling ring. Red Garner, of To- 
ronto, had his neck broken wrest- 
ling in the Oshawa Arena. Bunny 
Dunlop was so severely injured 
some time ago that it was believed 
he would never walk again, and 
he remained in Sunnyside Hospital, 
Toronto, in a critical condition for 
months, but eventually his great 
constitution and remarkable re- 
cuperative powers enabled him to

CANADIAN BASEBALL PITCHER 
RETURNS TO THE PHILADELPHIA 
ATHLETICS PITCHING STAFF 


Phil Marchildon, Penetang Boy, Pilot Officer With 
R.C.A.F., and A Prisoner-of-War for Many 
Months Joins Former Team Mates. 


Phil Marchildon, one of the few 
Canadian baseball pitchers, to make 
good in the American League, was 
in Toronto recently to obtain his 
discharge from the R.C.A.F. Phil 
learned his baseball on the sand- 
lots of Penetang, a town rich in his- 
toric lore, situated a few miles 
from Midldan. As Midland happens 
to have no beverage rooms or liquor 
store, those of its inhabitants who 
wish to imbibe, are obliged to go 
to Penetang. 

However, to return to our story. 
Born of humble parents, Marchildon 
is one of those modest, unassuming 
chaps who learned early in life 
that if he were to achieve any de- 
gree of success it would require to 
be largely if not solely by his own 
efforts. When he had gained some 
local fame and experience, he em- 
igrated to the North Country. At 
that ime mining was “booming” 
and the best ball teams there were 
sponsored by the several mining 
corporations. It was not long before 
Marchildon became the leading 
pitcher of the leading team, and in 
the finals was generally conceded 
to be the star pitcher of that part 
of the country. 


Tries Out With Maple Leafs 

Meanwhile one of the scouts for 
the Toronto club in the International 
League heard of Phil's pitching 
prowess, and it was not long before 
he received an invitation to try out 
with the Maple Leafs. He was given 
a trial, and pitched regularly for 
Toronto for two or three years; and 
while generally he seemed to have 
“plenty on the ball,’ he sadly lack- 
ed control. On many occasions he 
would have a ball game as good as 
won, when he would develop such 
a streak of wildness as to undo 


completely all his previous good 
work, and as a result would lose 
the decisive lead he had establish- 
ed early in the contest and the 
game. However, he continued to 
persevere, and eyentually succeed- 
ed in controlling his tendency to 
wildness. While with the Maple 
Leafs he came under the watchful 
eye of one of Connie Mack's scouts 
who saw in him a potentially valu- 
able major leaguer. 

In a short time Marchildon was 
on his way to Philadelphia to join 
Connie Mack's Athletics. The Ath- 
letics scout made no mistake for 
Marchildon delivered the goods, and 
became a regular member of the 
pitching staff. In his last year with 
the Athletics, prior to joining the 
R.C.A-F. he was listed in all base- 
ball publications as the outstanding 
rookie pitcher of the year, winning 
17 games, no mean accomplishment 
for any pitcher with a team in the 
cellar position of the second divi- 
sion. We haye no doubt that if 
Marchildon had so willed it, he 
might have stayed in baseball dur- 
ing the war. But he saw his duty 
clearly and promptly joined the 
R.C.A.F. where he won the rank of 
Pilot Officer. He was listed as mis- 
sing in August 17, 1944, haying 
been captured by the Germans, 
but word came in September posting 
him as a prisoner-of-war, 

With the unconditional surrender 
of the Germans, Phil was handed 
over to the Allies. He returned to 
Canada in June of this year, and 
after spending some time at his 
home in Penetang, he returned to 
Philadelphia to rejoin his former 
team, the Athletics.

Marchildon was greatly interest- 
ed in the result of the 24 inning 
game played recently in Philadel- 
phia between the Athletics and the 
Tigers, as the game had not ended 
when he caught his train leaving 
Philadelphia for Toronto, His two 
team-mates, pitchers Russ Christo- 
pher and Joe Berry were on the 
‘mound for the Athletics in this 
gruelling 24-inning game which re- 
sulted in a tie. Christopher allow- 
ed five hits and one run in the 
thirteen innings which he pitched, 
while Berry blanked the Tigers in 
eleyen innings, although he yield- 
ed six safeties. The game was cal- 
led because of darkness with the 
Athletics and Tigers deadlocked 1-1 
Trout, a Tiger ace, was one of the 
two Detroit pitchers used in this 
lengthly contest.

corresponding to the Pulitzer award 
for ‘the best editorial of the year,’ 
‘the best new story,’ and other 
‘bests’ in the newspaper field. Per- 
haps some day we may. 

“But meanwhile the ‘Common- 
weal’ and ‘The’ Catholic World’ 
have been singled out for distinc- 
tion which means far more than 
any formal award. ‘Pravda,’ the 
Communist organ, has called these 
two publications outstanding ex- 
amples of ‘the war-mongering’ 
Catholic press.’ There isn't a Cath- 
colic editor in the country who 
wouldn't prize this abuse—in view 
of the sources from which it comes 
—as worth more than five years of 
Pulitzer awards. 

“These two magazines, in com- 
pany with the rest of the Catholic 
press, in company with scores of 
honest contributors to the daily 
press, have told the truth as thoy 
see it. On the whole, conceding that 
Russia fought well in this war, the 
Russian record is not good—why 
insult the intelligence of our people 
by pretending otherwise? 

“An ally only after she was at- 
tacked, no longer an Ally now that 
her particular devil has been exor- 
cised, Russia has been difficult. 
Stalin has made Russia one vast 
lamasery—'no trespass’ is written 
everywhere. That's strictly Russia's 
own business, While no one likes 
it, none has a clear right to object. 

“But we do resent the Soviet 
fondness for ‘unilateral’ transac- 
tions. We regard with terror—or, if 
we dont’, we should—the engulf- 
ment of one country after another 
the successive encroachments which 
bear so sinister a likeness to Hitler's 
Horatio Alger rise from paper hang- 
er to emperor of the west. And it is 
not only a privilege of the press, it 
is a duty, to observe such trends. 

“However, let's come to some kind 
of conclusion . . . while one Cath- 
olic newspaper can't speak for the 
whole Catholic press, we imagine 
other workers in the field might ac- 
cept the following proposition. Let’s 
proceed with ‘Pravda’ on a strictly 
fifty-fifty basis. 

“We shall promise to say nothing 
unkind about Russia if the Soviet- 
like press will desist from insulting 
American institutions and American 
personalities. On one occasion, for 
example, the Soviet press described 
Wendell Willkie as ‘a political 
gambler.’ We didn't relish that at 
the time—nor do we enjoy the fre- 
quent ‘Pravda’ vituperation of any 
critc who dares raise his voice. 

But this “fifty-fifty’ business 
would take us a little farther. Stalin 
must suppress ‘The Daily Worker.’ 
Either that, or allow us to set up an 
American newspaper in Moscow 
which will reveal to the narcoticiz- 
ed proletarians of that state that 
they are poorer paid, worse clothed 
and more atrociosuly underfed than 
the Jeeter Lesters of Tobacco Road. 

‘Then let Stalin tell Browder and 
the rest of the Communist clique to 
stop talking and writing, to cease 
their infiltration into American 
labor unions. Either that, or import 
Mr. William Pelley to set up politi- 
cal headquarters in Russia, advo- 
cate the private propertly system 
and run for party secretary against 
Stalin. This country would gladly 
consent to Mr. Pelly’s loss for that 
reason—or any other, 

‘Fiflty-fifty’ is pure Americaneze. 
Our people thoroughly understand 
and approve its significance, If 
Stalin cares, to proced on that basis, 
he'll have no trouble from the ‘war- 
mongering Catholic press,’ “

A Remarkable Game 

It is quite a coincidence that on 
September Ist, 1906 at Boston, Con- 
nie Mack also waved his ‘score 
card through 24-innings when his 
team defeated the Boston Red Sox 
4-1. Both pitchers Jack (Iron Man) 
Coombs of the Athletfcs and Joo 
Harris of the Red Sox pitched the 
entire distance of 24 innings—more 
than 2% times the length of the 
average Y-inning game, Gaombha 


was touched for 15 hits, and struck 
out 18 batters, one more than all 


four pitcheres in the recent 24- 
inning game, disposed of by the 
strike-out route. Further, Coombs 


had pitched two days previous to 
his record feat in 1906. Harris, his 
opponent, was found for 16 hits, 
There were several points of simil- 
arity between the two marathon 
baseball duels. Both games were 
played on a Saturday, and there 
were 17 scoreless innings in each 
contest, and four errors. The attend- 
ance in 1906 was 18,000, a fort- 
night ago the game attracted 4,325, 
showing a great decline in baseball 
interest in Philadelphia, compared 
to the days when the Athlétics 
were the leading team in the lea- 
gue instead of as today occupying 
the cellar position. 

As a result of this mighty base- 
ball pitching feat, Jack Coombs was 
given the name of “Iron Man.” It 
was the good fortune of this re- 
porter to have seen Jack Coombs 
pitching semi-professional ball in 
St. John, N.B., in the days of the 
Alerts and the Roses. Coombs play- 
ed ball there during vacations, and 
attended Colby College, Maine 
where he was a great football as 
well as baseball player. Later he 
joined the Athletics, often opposed 
Christy Mathewson successfully in 
world series games, and in one 
series won three games for his 
team, a pitching feat rarely equal- 
led if ever excelled. Today Coombs 
is the baseball coach for Duke Uni- 
versity, during the college year, and 
in yacation acts as coach to Connie 
Mack's pitchers.
